SDBJECT j Film Critique 


1. The representatives of this office who reviewed with you the 
film produced on Communism at the Industrial College of the Armed 
Forces point out that the film is inadequate in several respects* 

a* In the first place emphasis is placed largely on history 
and ideology of the early Communist movement. The Soviet 
and the power factors Involved are not svifficiently introduced or 
emphasized as the real power behind the Communist movement today. 
The film skipped almost entirely any reference to the ijafluenoe of 
Lenin on the Communist movement and it did not go into such import- 
ant aspects as Communist organization and tactics which are key 
factors in its successes* 

b. It might also be pointed out that conclusions made in the 
film were sweeping and extensive. There were in fact several in- 
accuracies. As a result of the sweeping conclusions the com- 
ment that the Communist movement today controls one quarter of the 
globe and one third of the world’s population, the film gave an 
i^ression of the forthcoming doom of our oxm system. Th e re was 
furthermore an unfortunate l^lication that Marx was a scientist, 
therefore. Communism is scientific, 

0 , The technical presentation was inadequate. The graphic 
aids were not very well done nor entirely appropriate. The delivery 
was at times faltering. The commentator wore an American service 
uniform which seemed incongruous in dealing with a political 
subject. 

2. Although the purpose of the film and the use to be made of it 
certainly seems highly commendable, it is felt by this office that in 
view of the cumulative effect of the adverse features of the film, it 
would be desirable for you to recommend to the Director that he not 
participate in the introduction to the film.
